I  am  very  pleased  to  advise  you  that  we  have  not 
found  even  one  error  of  substance.   I  say  that  with  a 
little  trepidation,  because  it  is  almost  certain  that  there 
will  be  some  errors  discovered  later  on.   It  is  almost 
impossible  to  draft  a  document  as  complicated  as  a  Constitu- 
tion without  having  some  inaccuracies  or  inconsistencies. 
However,  about  35  members  of  the  staff  worked  yesterday 
from  about  8  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  1:00  a.m.  this 
morning  checking  the  draft  from  the  time  the  Committee 
of  the  Whole  reports  began  against  the  journal,  against  the 
President's  personal  copies  used  at  the  desk,  against  the 
copies  maintained  by  the  administrative  assistant,  by  the 
President,  against  the  parliamentarian' 9'  copy 9   and  against 
the  edited  copy  of  the  journal. 

In  doing  this  and  also  in  an  exhaustive  proof 
reading  we  have  picked  up  a  number  of  relatively  minor 
errors,  none  of  which  would  be  serious,  and  none  of  which 
would  be  absolutely  imperative  for  action  by  this  Assembly. 

In  a  few  instances,  a  clarification  of  language 
is  desirable  to  express  more  clearly  the  intent  of  the 
Committee.   This  has  come  about  because  in  a  few 
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instances  where  changes  were  made  by  the  Committee  on  Style 
and  then  amendments  offered  from  the  floor,  amendments 
which  when  read  against  the  marked  up  copy,  the  blue  copy, 
seemed  perfectly  all  right,  but  they  pop  out  at  you  when  yot 
see  the  clean  copy  without  any  disturbing  interference  by 
strikeouts  or  italicized  language. 

These  will  be  offered  to  you.   None  needs  more 
than  half  a  minute  of  explanation,  and  we  can  offer  them. 
Nonetheless ,  we  have  to  go  through  a  certain  procedure 
in  order  to  do  this  and,  at  the  proper  time,  after  the 
amendments  are  all  completed  and  printed,  Delegate  Powers 
will  move  to  suspend  intafering  rules  to  reconsider  the 
vote  by  which  the  entire  Constitution  was  passed,  in  order 
to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  certain  articles  were 
passed,  in  order  to  consider  specific  amendments. 

After  the  amendments  have  been  acted  upon,  we 
readopt  thearticles  that  have  been  opened  up  and  readopt 
the  entire   Constitution.   This  will  afford  the  opportunity 
to  some  of  the  delegates  who  were  unable  to  be  here  Satur- 
day and  who  have  asked  the  Chair  if  there  isn't  some 
way  in  which  they  can  express  their  approbation  of  the 
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,     Constitution  by  participating  in  the  final  vote. 

As  soon  as  the  amendments  are  printed  ,they  are 
all  now  prepared,  we  will  do  this;  but,  in  the  mean  time, 
I  would  like  to  move  ahead  with  the  more  pleasant  parts 
of  the  proceeding. 

Before  I  come  to  that,  I  have  a  few  other 
announcements  to  make.   This  will  be  the  last  session  but 
one.   At  the  moment,  the  formal  copy  of  the  Constitution 
that  you  will  actually  sign  is  in  print.   As  a  matter  of 
fact,  the  galleys  were  revised  last  night  at  a  late  hour. 


-.     Corrections  are  being  made.   We  expect  to  have  a  final 
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galley  here  this  afternoon,  and  after  action  on  these 
amendments,  make  the  correction  in  the  proof  page  tonight 

Nevertheless,  I  am  a  little  apprehensive  at 
scheduling  the  formal  signing  for  earlier  than  noon  on 
Wednesday.   As  you  can  understand,  this  formal  printed 
copy  will  be  signed,  and  must  be  done  not  only  perfectly 
from  the  standpoint  of  printing,  but  also  appearance. 
We  have  to  take  precautions  as  to  paper*   4*  is  a 
heavy  parchfcetat"  paper,  and  printing,  to  use  an  ink  that 
will  last  for  decades;  and  allowing  time  for  drying 
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and  all  of  these  things,  we  are  just  a  little  apprehensive  at 
shaving  the  time  at  all.   So  the  signing  ceremony  will 
begin  at  12:00  noon  on  Wednesday. 

I  do  not  anticipate  that  the  entire  ceremony 
—  and  we  will  have  a  little  ceremony  in  connection  with 
the  signing  —  will  take  more  than  two  hours,  probably 
considerably  less. 

I  don't  want  to  hurry  any  delegates  in  signing, 
and  I  would  say  even  then  two  hours  would  be  more  than 
ample. 

After  that  is  concluded,  we  would  adjourn  sine 
die,  so  that  unless  there  are  perhaps  —  and  I  imagine 
there  may  very  well  be  a  few  other  resolutions  of  a  more 
formal  character  that  we  perhaps  haven't  thought  of  to 
have  printed  today,  and  we  will  have  to  act  upon  on  Wednes- 
day. 

Because  of  this  and  because  we  are  all  very  grate 
ful  to  the  legislature  for  making  the  State  House  available

DELEGATE  CLAGETT:   Point  of  personal  privilege. 

Throughout  the  four  months  that  we  have  been 
present  here  and  prior  to  that  time  I  have  come  to  know 
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the  Honorable  Godfrey   Child,  Judge  and  Delegate. 
I  only  arise  to  make  a  matter  of  record  a  contribution 
made  by  him  of  such  great  proportion.   As  the  breezes 
wafted  from  the  right  side  of  the  chamber  in  this  direc- 
tion during  the  early  days  of  our  Convention  sessions, 
they  brought  with  -them  a  quality  of  smoke  which  this 
side  could  not  but  appreciate,  and  ever  increasingly  more 
so. 

It  was  30  years  ago  that  I  used  to  smoke  a  pipe 
I  gave  it  up  because  it  was  such  a  nuisance. 

As  I  sat  here  and  began  to  appreciate  that  our 
occupation  was  going  to  be  a  sedentary  one,  the  desire 
came,  back  again.   I  turned  to  Judge  Child  and  said, 
"What  is  that  mixture  you  are  smoking?" 

The  reply  was,  with  great  laconicness ,  if  that 
is  the  correct  word,  "It  is  my  own  mixture." 

And  that  is  where  the  matter  rested  about  three 
or  four  days. 

We  became  more  friendly  and  I  said,  "Judge, 
can  I  have  a  little  bit  of  tobacco?" 

He  gave  me  one  pipe  full,  and  that  is  where  the 
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matter  rested  for  another  four  or  five  days. 

Then  there  came  a  time  when  the  judge  came  over 
and  he  said,  "This  is  my  own  personal  mixture."   That  is 
where  it  rested  for  the  week. 

Then  he  came  over  and  said,  "This  is  the  way 
the  mixture  has  been  arrived  at  over  my  30  years  of  smoking 
it,  but  I  give  it  to  you,  and  I  give  it  to  you  alone." 

If.  this  were  only  between  me  and  Judge  Child 
himself  I  would  not  feel  it  of  the  stature  to  rise  and 
state  it  of  record.   But  as  I  began  to  smoke  his  mixture, 
not  knowing  what  it  was,  it  began  to  affect  Delegate 
Carter  in  back  of  me ,  and  there  came  a  day  when  he  leaned 
forward  and  said,  "What  is  that  tobacco  you  are  smoking?" 

I  said,  "It  is  Judge  Child's,  and  he  told  me  I 
couldn't  tell  anyone  else  what  it  was,  and  I  don't  know, 
frankly." 

That  is  the  way  thematter  rested  for  the  first 
month  of  our  being  together  here. 

Then  Judge  Child  came  over  —  and  by  this 
time  we  had  debated,  and  there  had  been  established  a  degre4 
of  rapport  —  and  he  said  "Al  — "  and  I  knew  we  were  on 
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1  good  terms  at  that  point  —  "this  is  what  it  is."

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1  Whether  they  would  make  an  historical 

2  contribution  I  don't  know,  but  I  do  have  here  some 

3  books  about  Negroes. 

*  I  have  a  brother,  A.  Briscoe  Koger,  who  is  an 

5  historian,  a  retired  lawyer,  who  has  written  "The  Mary- 

6  land  Negro";  "The  Maryland  Negro  Soldier";  and  "Dro  Harvy 

7  Johnson",  who  was  a  Negro  minister  and  pioneer  civic 

8  leader;  "The  Negro  Lawyer  in  Maryland". 

9  I  have  a  book  on  "The  Maryland  Negro". 

10  I  have  also  promised  "The  Great  Men  of  Maryland"  by 

11  Father  Arthur  Bragg,  who  was  then  deceased. 

12  I  have  "The  Negro  in  the  Making  of  America"  by 

13  Dr.  Quarles ,  Professor  of  History,  Morgan  State  College. 

14  These  books  I  am  going  to  present  to  the  Presi- 

15  dent  of  our  Convention  in  honor  of  this  Convention,  so 
15  perhaps  you  will  get  a  chance  to  read  them. 

17  PRESIDENT:  ENEY :   Delegate  Koger,  you  may 

19  bring  them  forward  to  the  rostrum  at  this  time. 

19  DELEGATE  KOGER:   This  is  the  first  game  about 

20  Negro  Heroes,  which  was  inv*»t«dby  Earl  Koger  and 

21  copyrighted  in  1959. 

There  are  7,000  copies  of  this  game,  and  on 
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each  card  you  will  find  an  American  hero  --  and  inciden- 
tally, this  game  was  played  by  the  Kennedy  children 
in  the  White  House  and  through  Mrs.  Roosevelt,  37,000 
were  in  schools;  and  also  by  Earl  Koger,  "A  Negro  His- 
tory," and  also  a  story  by  Earl  Koger.   This  is  the  story 
of  a  little  boy  who  used  to  stand  out  on  the  lawn.   His 
name  is  Jocko  Graves.   He  was  a  hero  in  the  war  at  Tren- 
ton.  He  was  first  recognized  by  George  Washington  who 
erected  a  statute  to  him  on  his  lawn  when  George  Washing- 
ton retired. 

Thank  you.   (Applause.) 

I  should  like  to  present  to  you  "Negro  Baptists 
of  Maryland,"   "The  Maryland  Negro  in  Our  Wars,"   a 
game  called  "Negro  Heroes,"  where  you  have  the  pictures 
of  all  of  the  —  you  play  it  somewhat  like  "Old  Maid." 
"The  Negro  in  the  Making  of  America"  by  Dr.  Quarles ; 
"The  Legend  of  Jocko,"  by  Earl  Koger;  "Dr.  Harvy  Johnson," 
by  A.  Brisco  Koger,  who  is  one  of  our  most  outstanding 
leaders;  "The  Maryland  Negro"  and  "The  Negro  Lawyer  in 
Maryland,"  by  A.  Briscoe  Koger;  and  "Negro  History  Coloring 
Book,"  by  Earl  Koger,  Sr." 
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Thank  you  so  much. 

THE  PRESIDENT:   Thank  you  very  much,  and  on 
behalf  of  the  Convention  I  accept  them  with  a  great  deal 
of  gratitude.   I  will  put  them  with  the  Convention  records. 

This   Convention  has  been  noted  for  many  things. 
Sometimes  the  records  would  indicate  that  we  are  not  the 
speediest  of  all,  but  I  think  that  charge,  if  it  has 
been  a  charge,  can  be  set  at  rest  now  for  evermore. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  present  to  you, 
Delegate  Roger,  a  >  photograph  of  you  making  the  presenta- 
tion a  few  minutes  ago,  taken  by  Delegate  Finch.

DELEGATE  BOROM:   Mr.  President,  my  favorite 
moniker  for  such  action  is  Speedy  Gonzalez,  but  in  a  more 
serious  vein,  now  that  we  have  had  a  brief  respite  from 
handclapping  —  and  my  hands  are  going  to  be  swollen 
this  evening;  but  it  will  be  for  a  good  cause  --  I 
would  like  to  bring  your  attention  to  the  presence  and  ask 
you  to  welcome  the  three  children  of  Delegate  Key.

THE  PRESIDENT:  Delegate  Wheatley. 

DELEGATE  WHEATLEY:   Mr.  Chairman,  the  Committee 
on  General  Provisions  of  this  Convention  has  been  noted 
for  many  things,  one  of  which  was  the  first  report  to  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole. 

We  would  like  to  try  for  another  record  by  at 
this  time  announcing  a  final  committee  meeting,  to  be 
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held  immediately  at  the  conclusion  of  this  session  in  the 
Senate  lounge,  to  discuss  one  item  of  unfinished  business.

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THE  PRESIDENT:   Delegate  Caldwell. 

DELEGATE  CALDWELL:   In  the  last  four  months 
that  I  have  been  here  I  noticed  many  of  our  delegate 
have  gained  weight.   Now  that  the  Convention  is  over, 
I  think  they  should  all  take  up  jogging  —  except  the  Balti- 
more City  delegates.  ■ 

In  ten  minutes  of  jogging,  they  can  travel 
through  five  single  member  districts.

DELEGATE  KOSAKOWSKI:  Mr.  President,  I  concur 
with  the  delegate  from  Baltimore,  Delegate  Caldwell,  but 
I  rise  on  a  point  of  personal  privilege. 

I  would  like  to  say  to  you  personally,  Mr. 
President,  the  wonderful  job  you  have  done  at  this  Conven- 
tion, and  I  believe  that  the  delegates  present  here  have 
given  their  utmost  to  put  a  little  of  their  heart  and 
wisdom  and  intelligence  and  tears  into  a  document  which 
may  go  down  into  history,  but  there  is  a  little  nomen- 
clature that  has  come  out  of  this  Convention,  and  you  will 
be  queried  in  your  travels  upon  the  success  of  this 
Convention. 
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I  think  one  of  the  greatest  mesmerizers  I  have 
seen  is  Delegate  Sherbow.   He  is  a  very  good  friend  of  mine 
His  art  and  mesmerization  goes  beyond  my  saying,  and  I 
ask  Delegate  Sherbow  to  teach  me  a  little  of  that  order.

THE  PRESIDENT:   This  amendment  on  the  white  copy 
is  page  7,  line  40.   I  think  it  might  save  time  if  the 
Chair  would  explain  these  amendments  where  explanation  is 
needed  so  in  the  absence  of  objection  I  will.   If  you  have 
questions  they  can  be  directed  to  the  chairman  of  the 
substantive  committee  or  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Style. 

This  amendment  is  made  necessary  because  the  Chai 
did  not  follow  the  suggestion  made  by  Delegate  Collins 
during  the  debate  made  the  other  day.

DELEGATE  BOROM:   Mr.  Chairman,  I  have  just  re- 
ceived a  note  from  the  chef  at  the  Maryland  Inn  indicating 
that  the  main  bill  of  fare  for  that  committee  tonight  is 
alphabet  soup. 

DELEGATE  SCHNEIDER:   We  have  recognized  many 
of  the  workers  of  the  staff  of  the  Convention,  but  there  is 
one  person  who  is  not  really  a  member  of  the  staff  of 
the  Convention,  but  has  been  so  helpful  to  some  of  the 
delegates.   I  think  we  should  recognize  her.   It  is  the 
secretary  to  the  Attorney  General,  Janet  Mutscheler. 
(Applause. ) 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Delegate  Gill. 

DELEGATE  GILL:   Mr.  President  and  fellow  delegates 
A  lot  has  been  said  about  the  Constitution.   A  lot  has 
been  said  about  the  President  and  his  staff,  and  a  lot  of 
other  people  that  have  helped  to  write  the  Constitution. 

I  didn't  want  to  say  this  before,  because  I 
thought  it  might  be  in  a  resolution,  or  someone  else  might 
say  it,  but  I  don't  think  the  time  should  pass  without  it 
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being  mentioned. 

I  would  like  to  commend  the  delegates  and  the 
City  of  Annapolis,  and  especially  the  business  community, 
for  the  spirit  of  democracy  that  has  been  shown  during  the 
three  months  that  we  have  been  here.   Once  before  I 
mentioned  that  Maryland  was  the  United  States  in  minia- 
ture, and  I  meant  just  that  —  I  didn't  mean  American 
miniature,  because  that  is  too  all-inclusive. 

I  would  like  to  say  again  that  the  members  of  th 
Constitutional  Convention  have  been  the  United  States  in 
miniature  again. 

We  come  from  Maryland,  which  represents  so  many 
different  thoughts,  so  many  different  opinions,  so  many 
different  backgrounds,  and  so  much  that  is  very,  very 
different. 

Personally  I  hope  the  other  Negro  delegates  can 
say  the  same  thing  -  I  don't  think  that  there  has  been 
anything  that  has  caused  us  to  feel  that  we  were  not 
treated  as  first-class  citizens. 

Just  two  years  ago  I  would  not  have  been  able 
to  stand  on  the  floor  and  say  that,  because  that  was 
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^     during  the  time  when  a  lot  of  demonstrations  were  going  on 

2     and  you  couldn't  enter  a  hotel  or  motel  or  restaurant; 

and  it  is  just  historical  that  the  Constitution  is  being 

-    written  during  this  time  when  it  is  possible  for  the 

world  to  see  that  democracy  does  work  and  can  work.   And 

.    when  each  delegate  goes  back  to  his  home,  I  hope  he  will 
remember  this  as  a  prime  example  that  we  can  get 
along  together;  that  nobody  —  I  don't  think  any  American 

_    citizen  wants  anything  but  first-class  citizenship,  and 

just  to  be  treated  as  an  ordinary  person,  and  I  think 
..    that  was  done  here.   (  Applause.) 
,o  THE  PRESIDENT:   Delegate  Gallagher. 

DELEGATE  GALLAGHER:   Mr.  President  and  ladies 
and  gentlemen:   I  don't  think  that  anything  has  been  said 
during  the  course  of  the  resolutions  about  the  gratitude 
which  this  Convention  owes  to  the  members  of  the  original 
Constitutional  Convention  Commission,  of  which  you  were 
the  Chairman,  and  I  think  it  would  be  appropriate  at  this 
time  to  record  for  the  transcript  of  these  proceedings  our 
gratitude  to  the  Commission  for  the  two  years  of 
work  which  it  did,  and  for  the  opportunity  to  have  as  our 
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first  consideration  here  the  Commission  draft,  which 
proved  to  be  so  helpful  and  so  fruitful. 

The  fact  that  it  may  not  have  been  followed  in 
all  respects  certainly  is  no  indication  that  we  did  not 
find  it  eminently  satisfactory  as  a  point  of  origin  and 
a  point  of  departure. 

I  do  think  we  owe  all  of  those  members,  those 
who  were  elected  here  as  delegates  and  those  who  were  not, 
our  thanks  for  those  two  years  of  hard  work. 

I  would  like  to  express  the  gratitude  on  behalf 
of  our  Convention. 

The  committee  room  is  set  up  with  cameras  for 
a  simulated  committee  meeting  which  I  wish  you  would 
come  to  immediately  for  the  purpose  of  a  documentary  film. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  This  is  important,  as  it  be- 
comes part  of  the  complete  record  that  we  are  trying  to 
maintain. 

Are  there  any  other  announcements? 

Delegate  Kiefer. 

DELEGATE  KIEFER:   There  will  not  be  a  committee 
meeting  on  Personal  Rights  and  Preamble  now,  nor  in  the 
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immeidate  future,  sofar  as  I  know. 

Therefore,  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  express  my  personal  appreciation  to  all  members  of  the 
committee.   They  worked  long  and  hard  hours.   They 
shirked  no  responsibilities.   They  voted  their  own  con- 
sciences, and  they  acted  with  complete  sincerity. 

I  would  also  pay  tribute  to  the  staff,  Dave 
Marlin;  the  Administrative  Assistant,  Atlee  Wampler; 
and  the  two  secretaries,  Mrs.  Anna  Klemmsen  and  Mrs.  Louise 
Peters. 

Also,  I  would  like  on  behalf  of  the  Committee 
to  thank  you,  Mr.  President,  because  you,  too,  were  a 
great  help  to  our  committee.   The  busiest  man  in  the 
Constitutional  Convention  was  never  too  busy  to  answer 
all  and  any  of  the  dumb  fool  questions  of  the  chairman, 
to  check  on  our  work  to  be  sure  we  didn't  get  behind  in 
our  schedules,  and  most  important,  personally  checked  all 
the  recommendations  of  the  committee  to  make  sure  that 
there  were  no  glaring  omissions  and  no  faults  that  might 
embarrass  us  later  on. 

I  can  say  this  in   all  sincerity,  that  our 
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President  was  completely  on  top  of  this  committee,  and  I 
am  sure  of  every  other  committee,  and  to  him  goes  a  great 
deal  of  whatever  success  we  have  had.   And  I  want  to 
thank  him  on  behalf  of  the  committee  as  well  as  myself. 
(Applause.) 

THE  PRESIDENT:   Delegate  Dulany. 

DELEGATE  DULANY:   Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  announce  that  Mr.  Paul  Moore,  Director  of  Public 
Information  is  now  on  the  floor.   He  was  unable  to  be 
here  when  he  was  announced  before. 

THE  PRESIDENT:   I  would  like  him  to  come  to 
the  well  of  the  chamber  for  a  bit  of  appreciation. 
(Applause. ) 

DELEGATE  DULANY:   It  was  Mr.  Moore  who  initiated 
the  idea  of  the  news  clippings  on  your  desk  every  day,  and 
he  has  also  arranged  to  have  a  photographer  present  when 
the  signing  takes  place. 

If  you  wish  to  purchase  a  picture,  you  can 
contact  the  photographer. 

DELEGATE  PENNIMAN:   I  must  counteract  the  place 
of  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Style,  Drafting  and  Arranqe- 
ment. 
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We  need  to  go  down  to  our  committee  room,  be- 
cause we  are  on  the  list  of  those  who  are  to  have  movies 
of  us  in  action. 

THE  PRESIDENT:   Will  you  please  make  certain 
that  in  the  movie  appear  all  the  reference  works  that  you 
have  been  using?   There  are  books  on  commas,  books  on  semi 
colons,  books  on  synonyms,  and  many  others. 

Delegate  Taylor. 

DELEGATE  TAYLOR:   Mr.  President,  this  may 
have  come  to  me  a  little  late,  but  I  have  on  my  desk  a 
little  note  that  says,  "Some  people  don't  have  much  to 
say,  but  you  have  to  listen  so  long  to  find  it  out." 

I  felt  a  little  badly  until  I  turned  it  over 
and  it  said,  "You  are  quite  an  orator."   Then  I  began 
to  feel  a  little  better. 

Then  it  went  on  to  say:   "Oratory  is  the  art 
of  making  loud  noises  from  the  mouth  sound  like  important 
messages  from  the  brain." 

All  of  us  have  heard  about  a  lady  here  -- 
if  we  haven't  spoken  of  her,  we  have  thought  about  her. 
I  had  occasion  the  other  night  to  talk  to  her.   She  told 
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me  that  she  was  glad  that  we  were  going  to  finally  adjourn. 
Her  name  is  Pandora.   She  said  that  although  we  came  close 
many  times  to  opening  her  box,  we  never  did,  and  that  she 
can  support  this  Constitution  100  per  cent.   (Laughter 
and  applause.) 

THE  PRESIDENT:   Delegate  Burdette. 

DELEGATE  BURDETTE:   Mr.  President,  I  should 
like  to  say  for  the  record  what  may  to  some  of  you  be 
somewhat  unusual. 

At  the  close  of  the  meetings  of  the  Constitution 
al  Convention  Commission  I  was  able  to  say  the  same  thing 
that  I  can  now  say  about  the  Convention;  that  although  I 
have  received  mail  and  telegrams  and  other  written  communi- 
cations, and  I  have  heard  here  some  discussions  of  pressure 
or  other  forces  brought  upon  some  delegates,  I  can  say, 
sir,  no  person  save  a  delegate  or  delegates  has  ever  asked 
for  my  vote,  either  in  the  Commission  or  this  Convention. 

I  am  not  quite  able  to  understand  whether  that 
comes  from  my  coming  from  Montgomery  County  or  being  a 
university  professor,  but  it  is  the  literal  truth,  and  I 
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should  like  to  put  it  in  the  record.   (Applause.) 

THE  PRESIDENT:   Any  other  announcements? 

As  indicated  earlier,  the  formal  ceremony  of 
signing  of  the  document  will  take  place  at  noon  on  Wednes- 
day.  So. far  as  I  know,  there  are  no  other  resolutions  to 
be  offered  at  that  time  except  one,  and  that  is  a  resolu- 
tion of  appreciation  to  Delegate  Tawes  for  all  he  has  done 
in  the  area  of  Constitutaional  revision.   That  is  being 
presented  separately  on  that  day. 

If  there  are  any  oversights  or  omissions,  I 
sincerely  trust  that  you  will  make  it  your  business  to 
telephone  me  or  my  secretary  or  Mr.  Brooks  immediately, 
because  the  last  chance  of  curing  any  oversights,  omissions 
or  defects  will  be  on  Wednesday.   After  the  ceremony 
the  Convention  will  adjourn  sine  die. 

I  have  told  you  before,  I  think  that  we  are 
planning  to  have  printed  the  limited  number  of  large 
copies  of  the  Constitution,  by  which  I  mean  the  kind  on  9 
by  12  parchment  with  large  print,  exact  duplicates  of  the 
original,  for  the  delegates,  so  that  every  deleaate  will 
receive  one. 
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I  cannot  be  sure  at  the  moment  that  they  will 
be  available  for  you  Wednesday,  but  they  will  be  very  short 
thereafter,  if  not  on  Wednesday. 

Only  one  copy  will  be  signed,  this  on  the  advice 
of  Dr.  Ratof  "of  the  Hall  of  Records  who  urges 

that  there  not  be  a  duplicate  signed,  so  that  there  never 
exists  the  slightest  doubt  as  to  which  is  the  original 
Constitution. 

There  will  be  a  ceremony.   It  is  a  solemn 
occasion.   It  should  move  off  with  dispatch  and  dignity. 
The  accommodations  will  be  crowded,  therefore  the  number 
of  guests  we  can  have  in  the  chamber  is  very  very  limited. 
We  cannot  have  the  number  we  had  on  opening  day. 
We  will  have  to  have  the  table  in  the  well  of  the  chamber, 
and  we  want  delegates  to  be  able  to  sign  without  being 
jostled  and  crowded,  and  to  have  their  photograph  taken 
at  the  moment  of  signing. 

The  signing  will  be  alphabetical.   We  will 
simply  go  right  down  the  row,  one  after  the  other,  in  the 
alphabetical  sequence. 

The  urgency  is  for  all  of  us  to  be  here,  and 
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to  be  here  certainly  in  your  seats  shortly  before  12:00 
o'clock,  so  that  we  don't  have  the  slightest  hitch. 

DELEGATE  SHERBOW:   Mr.  President. 

THE  PRESIDENT:   Delegate  Sherbow. 

DELEGATE  SHERBOW:   Mr.  President,  if  you  will 
permit  me  for  just  one  moment,  speaking  for  myself  and 
I  believe  for  all  of  us  here,  I  thank  God  that  we  have 
been  permitted  to  participate  in  this,  the  greatest  exercise 
in  democracy. 

THE  PRESIDENT:   Any  other  announcements? 

The  Chair  recognizes  Delegate  Beachley. 

DELEGATE  BEACHLEY:   A  while  ago  they  mentioned 
there  was  going  to  be  a  picture  taken  down  in  Style,  and 
we  should  have  our  grammar  books  there. 

I  would  like  to  ask   Mr  President   if  he  has 
any  grammar  books,  as  the  books  on  punctuation  which  belong 
to  the  Grammar  Society  of  Hagerstown  are  back  in  Washington, 
and  we  don't  have  them  here  any  longer. 

THE  PRESIDENT:   Any  other  announcements? 

Delegate  Stern. 

DELEGATE  STERN:   I  have  been  asked  to  make  a 
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request  of  you.   That  is,  if  you  would  consider  on  the 
siqning  if  we  would  reverse  the  alphabetical  order  on  that 
day? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  We  might  consider  reversing  at 
least  the  order  of  signing,  since  the  names  the  names 
will  appear  in  alphabetical  order.

DELEGATE  DABROWSKI:   Mr.  President,  I  too  was 
unavailable  Monday  evening,  and  I  would  like  the  record  to 
show  Aye.   (Applause) 

THE  PRESIDENT:   Thank  you. 

Any  other  delegate  desire  to  make  a  statement? 

Delegate  Groh. 

DELEGATE  GROH:   Mr.  President  and  fellow  delegates, 
although  present  on  Saturday  at  the  third  reading  and  I 
voted  for  the  Constitution,  I  regret  I  was  unable  to  attend 
Monday  for  the  final  vote.   I  would  like  the  record  to  show 
that  I  am  wholeheartedly  in  favor  of  the  Constitution. 
(Applause) 

THE  PRESIDENT:   Delegate  Churchill  Murray. 

DELEGATE  E.  CHURCHILL  MURRAY:   Mr.  President, 
I  don't  know  that  this  is  the  appropriate  time,  but  I  think 
perhaps  so. 
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I  would  like  to  pledge  the  active  support  of  the 
delegates  of  Anne  Arundel  County  to  work  for  the  Constitu- 
tion and  to  actively  work  for  it  until  it  is  passed. 

THE  PRESIDENT:   Thank  you,  sir.   (Applause) 

As  all  of  you  know,  production  of  the  Journal 
in  printed  form  has  been  quite  a  task.   You  have  received 
heretofore  complete  copies  of  the  printed  journals  through 
the  proceedings  of  last  Friday.   The  proceedings  of  last 
Saturday  and  of  Monday  are  typed  but  we  had  to  give  priority 
in  the  print  shop  to  the  printing  of  the  final  draft  of  the 
Constitution  on  Monday,  therefore  the  printed  journal  for 
last  Saturday  and  Monday  is  not  yet  complete  to  be  placed 
on  your  desk.   However,  this  is  the  last  opportunity  for 
the  Convention  to  approve  formally  its  journal,  and  for 
that  purpose  a  resolution  has  been  offered. 

Mr.  Clerk,  do  you  have  Resolution  55? 

The  Clerk  will  read  the  resolution. 


MR.  QUILLEN:   "Resolution  No.  55  by  Delegate 


Scanlan. 


'A  RESOLUTION  concerning  the  Journal  of  the 


Convention. 
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THE  PRESIDENT:   The  Chair  recognizes  Delegate 
Scanlan  for  the  purpose  of  moving  a  suspension  of  rules. 

DELEGATE  SCANLAN:   I  move  we  suspend  the  rules 
to  consider  Resolution  55. 

THE  PRESIDENT:   Is  there  a  second? 

DELEGATE  J.  CLARK:   Second. 

THE  PRESIDENT:   The  action  requires  a  roll  call 
vote.   Is  there  any  discussion? 

A  vote  Aye  is  a  vote  in  favor  of  suspension  of 
the  rules.   A  vote  No.  is  a  vote  against. 

Cast  your  vote. 

(Whereupon,  a  roll  call  vote  was  taken.) 

THE  PRESIDENT:   Has  every  delegate  voted? 

Does  any  delegate  desire  to  change  his  vote? 

The  Clerk  will  record  the  vote. 

Delegate  Clagett. 

DELEGATE  CLAGETT:   Mr.  President,  I  voted  Aye. 
My  button  up  there  is  not  working. 

THE  PRESIDENT:   Delegate  Clagett  votes  Aye. 

There  being  139  votes  in  the  affirmative  and 
none  in  the  negative,  the  motion  is  carried  and  the  rules 
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are  suspended. 

The  resolution  has  been  printed  and  distributed. 
Are  there  any  questions  of  the  sponsor,  Delegate  Scanlan? 

Are  you  ready  for  the  question? 

The  question  arises  on  the  adoption  of  Resolu- 
tion No.  55.   All  in  favor  signify  by  saying  Aye;  contrary, 
No. 

The  Ayes  have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

This  is  an  historic  moment  for  Marylanders  for 
today  we  adopt  a  new  Constitution  —  the  first  in  one 
hundred  years.   It  is  fitting  that  we  pause  for  a  moment  to 
reflect  on  what  we  have  accomplished.   Four  months  ago  when 
we  began  our  task,  we  undertook  to  provide  for  the  citizens 
of  Maryland  a  form  of  government  that  would  have  the 
capacity  to  solve  the  problems  forced  upon  us  with  increas- 
ing intensity  by  the  rapidly  accelerating  increase  in  our 
population,  an  increase  which  threatens  to  engulf  us  with 
its  unprecedented  demands  for  governmental  services. 
Have  we  achieved  our  goal?   Have  we  reached  our  objective? 

I  think  we  have. 

We  have   not   attempted  to   legislate.      We   have   not 
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attempted  to  solve  all  the  problems  of  the  present  nor 
those  of  either  the  immediate  or  the  distant  future. 
However,  we  have,  I  believe,  provided  a  structure  of 
government  for  our  State  which  can  solve  these  problems 
and  at  the  same  time  we  have  stated  in  simple,  but,  never- 
theless, very  precise  terms,  those  fundamental  rights  of 
our  citizens  which  shall  forever  be  free  from  governmental 
control  or  restriction.   In  doing  so,  I  believe  we  have 
a  lso  avoided  the  pitfalls  which  have  beset  recent  attempts 
at  constitutional  revision  in  some  of  our  sister  states. 

We  have  not  drafted  a  constitution  for  labor  or 
for  big  business,  for  one  religious  group  or  another,  for 
civil  libertarians  or  stand-patters,  for  liberals  or  con- 
servatives, for  one  political  party  or  another,  or  indeed 
for  any  one  group  of  citizens.   Instead,  we  have  drafted  a 
constitution  for  the  citizens  of  Maryland,  all  of  them, 
rich  and  poor,  black  and  white,  young  and  old.   In  so  doing, 
we  have  drafted  a  constitution  which,  I  am  confident,  will 
be  ratified  overwhelmingly  by  the  people  of  Maryland  on 
May  14,  1968.   And  this  may  be  regarded  as  what  Delegate 
Beachley,  very  aptly,  I  think,  describes  as  the  Annapolis 
Achievement. 
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This  result  did  not  just  happen.   It  occurred 
because  142  very  dedicated  and  hardworking  men  and  women 
were  determined  that  it  should  happen.   High  hopes  were 
expressed  for  this  Convention  when  it  convened  in  September , 
196  7,  but  I  daresay  there  was  no  one  who  would  have 
prophesied  then  that  after  four  months  of  unremitting  toil 
and  debate,  much  of  which  could  have  been  so  divisive  as 
to  cause  scars  which  would  never  have  healed,  this  Convent- 
ion would  have  been  able  to  draft  a  constitution  approved 
by  the  nearly  unanimous  vote  of  all  the  delegates.   This 
bodes  well  for  the  acceptance  of  the  constitution  by  the 
people  of  Maryland  and  may  be  regarded  also,  I  think  as  a 
part  of  the  Annapolis  Achievement. 

The  delegates  to  this  Convention  come  from  every 
section  of  the  State,  from  every  walk  of  life,  from  every 
social  strata  and  many  different  occupations;  they  have 
different  points  of  view,  different  philosophies  of  govern- 
ment, different  philosophies  of  life,  different  religious 
beliefs,  different  educational  backgrounds.   In  four  months 
of  day-to-day  work  on  a  common  objective,  they  have  learned 
much  of  the  other  fellow's  point  of  view  and  have  developed 
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respect  for  it  without  losing  their  own  point  of  view.   They 
have  talked,  but  also  have  listened,  and  debated  intensely,  | 
both  in  committee  and  on  the  floor  of  the  Convention.   All 
of  this  has  not  only  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  warm 
friendships,  but  In  a  clearer  understanding  on  the  part  of 
all  of  them  of  the  problems,  the  desires,  the  interests  of 
the  people  in  different  areas  of  the  State.   This  is  a 
tremendously  cohesive  force  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole 
State.   It  too  is  a  part  of  the  Annapolis  Achievement. 

Last  July  this  Convention  honored  me  by  selectinc 
me  as  its  President.   I  have,  since  then,  endeavored  to 
perform  the  duties  of  that  high  office  to  the  very  best  of 
my  ability.   Any  success  that  I  have  been  able  to  achieve 
has  been  due  in  no  small  part  to  the  greatest  degree  of 
cooperation  from  each  and  every  delegate  that  the  president 
of  any  assembly  ever  had.   It  is  the  sincerest  compliment 
that  could  be  paid  to  me  and  it  is  the  one  I  cherish  most. 
From  the  bottom  of  my  heart,  I  thank  you,  each  and  every 
one. 

(The  Delegates  to  the  Constitutional  Convention, 
the  Officers,  the  Staff,  the  Press,  and  the  Visitors  arose 
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and  applauded.) 

THE  PRESIDENT:   Thank  you. 

All  of  us  have  long  awaited  this  moment  when  we 
could  have  the  privilege  of  hearing  the  closing  address  by 
the  Honorary  President  of  this  Convention  and  the  man  who 
more  than  any  other  delegate  has  made  it  possible. 

The  Chair  recognizes  Delegate  Tawes  and  requests 
that  he  come  forward  to  the  reading  desk. 

(The  delegates  arose  and  applauded.) 

DELEGATE  TAWES:   Mr.  President,  Fellow  Delegates 
to  the  196  7-196  8  Constitutional  Convention  of  the  State  of 
Maryland: 

We  are  approaching  the  closing  moments  of  this 
historic  convention,  and  before  we  reach  the  hour  of 
adjournment  sine  die,  I  respectfully  request  your  indulgence 
for  a  few  minutes,  as  I  would  like  to  leave  a  few  thoughts 
with  you  before  we  depart  for  our  respective  homes  later 
today. 

The  signing  of  this  Constitution  signals  the  end 
of  four  months  of  careful  thought  and  deliberation  by  142 
men  and  women  representing  the  people  of  Maryland.   As  the 
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Convention  closes  and  the  Constitution  is  signed,  the  State 
of  Maryland  moves  closer  to  its  goal  of  a  more  effective 
and  responsible  government  to  serve  her  citizens. 

Today's  ceremony,  however,  represents  more  than 
the  culmination  of  this  Convention's  work.   The  signing  of 
this  document  is  the  most  significant  step  yet  made  in  a 
series  of  steps  toward  a  new  Constitution  for  Maryland.   I 
am  pleased  indeed  that  as  Governor  of  this  State,  in  June 
of  1965,  I  had  the  foresignt  to  appoint  a  non-partisan 
study  commission  whose  duty  it  was,  as  stated,  "to  conduct 
an  inquiry  into  the  necessity  for,  and  extent  and  nature 
of,  any  amendment,  modification  or  revision  of  the  Consti- 
tution of  Maryland,  with  particular  respect  to  whether  a 
Constitutional  Convention  should  be  held,  the  procedures 
for  calling  such  a  Convention,  the  basis  for  representation 
at  the  Convention  and  the  procedures  for  the  election  of 
delegates  thereto." 

As  I  have  previously  said,  I  am  pleased  to  have 
played  a  part  in  the  establishment  of  the  Commission,  and 
may  I  add  that  I  consider  the  acceptance  of  the  Chairmanship 
of  that  Commission  by  the  distinguished  Baltimore  lawyer, 
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Mr.  H.  Vernon  Eney,  to  have  been  the  greatest  of  good 
fortunes. 

The  Commission  which  he  headed  was  non-partisan 
and  represented  the  varying  shades  of  interests  in  our 
State.   Its  final  report  speaks  for  tiself,  and  I  need  not 
elaborate  further  on  it  here;  but  I  do  want  to  say  that  we 
were  indeed  fortunate  that  eleven  of  the  members  of  the 
original  study  Commission  were  elected  delegates  to  this 
Convention,  including  our  President. 

The  opportunity  to  work  with  Mr.  Eney  during  the 
past  few  years  has  been  a  most  rewarding  experience  and  one 
I  shall  always  remember. 

We  all  regret,  I  know,  that  former  Governor 
William  Preston  Lane,  the  Honorary  Chairman  of  the  Commissi 
did  not  live  to  see  the  final  product  of  its  labors. 
Governor  Lane  was  a  loyal  and  faithful  member  of  the 
Commission  and  contributed  greatly  to  its  deliberations. 

We  are  grateful  also  to  Governor  Agnew  and  to 
the  Maryland  General  Assembly  for  the  support  and  the 
encouragement  they  have  given  this  Convention.

progress  toward  the  calling  of  this  Convention  and  the 
privilege  of  assisting  with  the  steps  that  led  here,  I  have 
had  the  honor  to  participate  in  the  framing  of  this  new 
Constitution  as  a  delegate.   I  have  seen  the  dedication, 
the  determination  and  the  wisdom  which  the  delegates  have 
applied  to  the  task.   I  have  been  conscious  of  the  wide 
breadth  of  experience  and  the  depth  of  knowledge  that  these 
men  and  women,  representing  a  cross-section  of  Maryland's 
citizenry,  have  contributed  to  this  assembly.   I  have 
witnessed  and  engaged  in  the  long  hours  of  study  and  debate 
devoted  to  the  drafting  of  this  document. 

Needless  to  say,  I  owe  a  debt  of  undying  grati- 
tude to  all  of  you  for  naming  me  Honorary  President  of  this 
body;  and  let  me  hasten  to  say  here  that  at  no  time  during 
the  period  of  planning  for  this  Convention  did  the  slightest 
thought  occur  to  me  to  permit  my  name  to  be  filed  as  a 
candidate  from  my  County  of  Somerset.   Suffice  it  to  say 
that  I  am  greatly  pleased  and  honored  that  it  did  happen  as 
I  have  enjoyed  immensely  the  fellowship  of  this  delightful 
group  of  ladies  and  gentlemen.   It  has  been  a  great  privi- 
lege. 
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When  I  came  here  last  September,  I  decided  that 
I  would  not  take  the  floor  at  any  time  on  any  subject.   I 
assure  you,  however,  that  this  in  no  way  reflected  a  lack 
of  interest  in  the  many  provocative,  challenging  and 
stimulating  proposals  we  have  faced  during  these  sessions. 
On  the  contrary,  my  interest  in  every  proposal  has  been 
deep  and  abiding,  and  let  me  say  that  I  have  been  sorely 
tempted  from  time  to  time  to  enter  into  the  discussions, 
particularly  on  occasions  when  the  outlook  on  some 
proposals  which  I  considered  to  be  of  special  importance 
appeared  to  be  in  deep  trouble.   But  in  the  end,  I  stuck  by 
my  original  plan  feeling,  as  I  did,  that  my  role  in  creating 
this  Convention  and  my  activity  here  might  in  some  way  be 
interpreted  as  being  in  conflict. 

I  would  suppose  that  I  have  probably  spent  more 
time  in  the  political  arena  than  anyone  else  here  —  more 
than  36  years.   I  can  think  of  no  greater  good  fortune, 
as  I  reach  these  twilight  years  of  my  life,  than  to  have 
been  able  to  come  here,  as  I  have,  and  climax  this  career 
in  public  life  in  an  endeavor  such  as  this  in  which  we 
have  attempted  to  forge  a  basic  law  that  will  serve 
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Marylanders  of  this  generation  and  of  many,  many  generations 
to  come. 

While  we  could  not  possibly  satisfy  all  Mary- 
landers  in  every  respect  with  a  single  document,  we  have 
produced  in  my  opinion  a  sound  Constitution  which  will 
satisfy  a  majority  of  Marylanders  on  most  points.   The 
document  was  carefully  conceived  and  required  hours  of 
patient  deliberation.   It  is  a  blend  of  the  variety  of 
viewpoints  and  experiences  represented  at  this  Convention. 
I  feel  confident  as  I  express  my  wholehearted  approval  for 
this  Constitution,  with  my  signature,  that  a  vast  majority 
of  Maryland  citizens  this  May  14  will  likewise  approve  this 
document  with  their  votes. 

It  is  fitting  that  the  drafting  and  signing  of 
this  new  State  charter  should  take  place  in  Maryland's 
historic  State  House.   Over  180  years  ago  the  Old  Senate 
Chamber  witnessed  the  signing  of  another  historic  document, 
the  Peace  of  Paris,  which  ended  the  Revolution  and  gave  the 
thirteen  colonies  their  independence.   A  few  years  later 
from  this  State  House  the  Annapolis  Convention  issued  the 
call  to  the  states  which  led  to  the  framing  of  the  United 
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States  Constitution. 

Maryland  was  a  leader  in  the  formation  of  the 
government  of  the  United  States.   In  keeping  with  this 
tradition  of  leadership,  Maryland  today  is  in  the  forefront 
of  a  movement  to  improve  our  state  governments  by  rewriting 
the  antiquated  constitutions  which  are  hampering  the 
ability  of  our  states  to  tackle  effectively  the  problems 
of  this  century.   Many  states  are  watching  us  closely  for 
encouragement  in  their  own  efforts  to  redraft  their  inade- 
quate state  charters. 

Within  a  few  hours  our  work  here  will  be  com- 
pleted, and  for  my  part  I  am  persuaded  that  we  have  produce 
a  good,  sound,  reasonable  basic  law  for  the  people  of 
Maryland.   Ah  yes,  I  have  had  some  doubts  about  parts,  as 
I  suspect  most  —  if  not  all  —  of  you  have. 

But  when  I  am  assailed  by  these  doubts,  as  I 
have  been  a  few  times ,  I  am  reminded  of  a  moving  and  drama- 
tic event  that  occurred  in  the  early  years  of  our  Republic. 

It  was  in  Philadelphia  in  1787,  and  a  little 
band  of  statesmen  had  just  completed,  much  as  we  have  now, 
a  final  draft  of  a  document  —  a  document  that  later  was 
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to  be  hailed  as  one  of  the  greatest  ever  forged  by  human 
beings,  our  own  Federal  Constitution. 

At  that  time,  on  September  17,  1787,  there  were 
grave  misgivings  and  serious  doubts'  among  the  group.   And 
of  those  who  entertained  some  doubts  was  one  Benjamin 
Franklin,  then  81  years  of  age,  with  a  career  already  behind 
him  that  had  not  been,  and  still  has  not  been,  excelled  in 
the  history  of  our  Nation. 

The  venerable  Doctor  Franklin  confessed  that 
there  were  parts  of  the  document  he  did  not  approve  —  and 
I  think  this  has  been  quoted  on  the  floor  of  our  Convention 
by  a  delegate  a  few  weeks  ago,  but  I  believe  it  bears 
repeating  on  this  occasion,  and  I  quote  from  him  —  "But 
I  am  not  sure,"  he  said,  "I  shall  never  approve  them.   For 
having  lived  long,  I  have  experienced  many  instances  of  being 
obliged  by  better  information  or  full  consideration,  to 
change  opinions,  even  on  important  subjects,  which  I  once 
thought  right  but  found  to  be  otherwise. 

"In  these  sentiments,  Sir"  —  I  am  still  quoting 
—  "I  agree  to  this  Constitution  with  all  its  faults,  if 
they  are  such,  because  I  think  a  general  government 
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1  necessary  for  us.   I  doubt,  too,  whether  any  other  conven- 

2  tion  we  can  obtain  may  be  able  to  make  a  better  Constitu- 

3  tion.   For  when  you  assemble  a  number  of  men,  to  have  the 

4  advantage  of  their  joint  wisdom,  you  inevitably  assemble 

5  with  those  men  all  their  prejudices,  their  passions,  their 

6  errors  of  opinion,  their  local  interests,  and  their  selfish 

7  views.   From  such  an  assembly  can  a  perfect  production  be 

8  expected?   It  therefore  astonishes  me,  Sir,  to  find  this 

9  system  approaching  so  near  to  perfection  as  it  does.... 

10  Thus,  I  consent  to  this  Constitution,  Sir,  because  I  expect 

11  no  better,  and  because  I  am  not  sure  that  it  is  not  the 

12  best. 

13  "On  the  whole,  Sir,"  he  said,  "I  cannot  help 

14  expressing  a  wish  that  every  member  of  the  Convention  who 

15  may  still  have  objections  to  it,  would,  with  me  on  this 

15  occasion,  doubt  a  little  of  his  own  infallibility  —  and  to 

17  make  manifest  our  unanimity,  put  his  name  to  this  instru- 

1Q  ment. 

To  When  one's  memory  spans  as  many  decades  as  did 

Doctor  Franklin's  —  and  as  does  mine  —  it  is  a  little 
hard  to  maintain  a  stance  of  infallibility,  of  perfect 
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rectitude,  of  certain  righteousness.   One  at  that  stage 
has  too  many  recollections  of  views  once  held  to  be  unassai 
able  which  later  proved  to  be  in  error,  of  thoughts  once 
held  sacred  which  proved  ultimately  to  be  unsound. 

And  so,  echoing  the  sentiment  of  that  most 
distinguished  of  Americans,  I  accept  and  endorse  this 
Constitution,  with  its  faults,  if  it  has  them.   As  did 
Franklin  in  1787,  I  consent  to  this  Constitution  because  I 
doubt  if  we  can  expect  any  better,  and  as  he ,  I  am  not  so 
sure  that  it  is  not  indeed  the  best. 

I  must  conclude  these  remarks,  but  before  I  do  I 
would  avail  myself  of  expressing  once  again  my  deep  and 
undying  gratitude  to  President  Eney,  to  Vice  Presidents 
Clark  and  James,  to  all  members  of  the  staff,  to  the 
reporters,  to  the  wonderful  group  of  pages,  and  to  all  of 
you  who  have  served  with  me  as  delegates  to  this  Convention. 

Finally,  may  I,  still  voicing  the  sentiment  of 
the  noble  Franklin,  express  a  wish  that  those  of  you  here 
who  may  still  have  objections  to  this  Constitution  join 
with  me  in  doubting  a  little  of  our  infallibility  and  mani- 
fest our  unanimity  of  purpose  by  putting  our  names  to  this 
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instrument. 

I  urge  you,  as  companions  and  as  fellow-workers, 
to  join  with  me  in  making  an  appeal  to  the  citizens  of  this 
State  to  support  this  new  Constitution,  in  the  sure 
knowledge  that  in  it  are  the  instruments  to  correct  any 
flaws  that  may  be  found.   We  may  not  rest  on  our  oars  until 
this,  the  final  act  of  our  purpose,  is  accomplished. 

And  may  the  Omniscient  Father  of  us  all  favor 
that  which  we  have  done  here. 

Thank  you  very  much. 

(The  Convention  arose  and  applauded.) 

THE  PRESIDENT:   The  Chair  recognizes  Delegate 
James  Clark,  Vice  President  of  the  Convention,  and  requests 
that  he  come  forward  to  the  reading  desk. 

Delegate  James  Clark. 

DELEGATE  JAMES  CLARK:   Mr.  President,  ladies  and 
gentlemen,  we,  as  a  convention,  have  made  many  decisions. 
However,  none  of  these  decisions  was  as  important  as  the  one 
we  made  on  that  hot  July  day  —  the  decision  to  make  H. 
Vernon  Eney  president  of  this  Convention. 

Since  that  day,  he  has  given  totally  of  his 
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energies  and  abilities.   His  leadership  has  been  of  the 
finest  kind  —  leadership  by  example.   By  his  patience  and 
perseverance,  he  has  brought  us  to  this  memorable  day  in 
Maryland's  history. 

The  stiffness  and  formality  that  characterized 
this  Convention  in  its  early  days  has  given  way  to  an  air 
of  easy  informality,  of  comraderie,  and  cooperation.   The 
genius  of  this  body  has  been  its  ability,  not  only  to  make 
the  right  decision  when  the  chips  were  down,  but  also  to 
accept  these  decisions,  without  bitterness,  once  they  had 
been  made.    This  spirit  has  permeated  the  document  which  we 
have  produced  and  will,  I  believe,  flow  out  to  the  people 
of  Maryland  and  have  a  great  deal  to  do  with  their 
acceptance  of  this  Constitution. 

Those  who  would  defeat  this  fine  document  on 
May  14  would  dwell  primarily  on  its  probable  cost.   This, 
to  me,  is  a  faulty  argument.   It  could  well  be  that  the 
proper  execution  of  the  reorganization  of  the  Executive 
Branch,  as  called  for,  would  result  in  considerable  savings 
for  the  taxpayers.   The  revamping  of  our  court  system, 
especially  at  the  District  Court  level,  may  in  the  long  run 
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be  far  less  costly  than  the  continuation  of  our  present 
inadequate  system. 

And  finally,  under  this  Constitution,  the  legis- 
lature will  be  in  a  stronger  position  than  ever  before  to 
examine  the  budget  thoroughly  and  effect  savings  for  the 
people  of  Maryland. 

And,  now,  may  I  wish  each  of  you  —  and  this 
worthy  document  —  Godspeed. 

(The  Convention  arose  and  applauded.) 

THE  PRESIDENT:   The  Chair  recognizes  Delegate 
William  S.  James,  Second  Vice  President  of  the  Convention. 
(Applause) 

DELEGATE  JAMES:   Mr.  President,  fellow  delegates 
assembled  citizens  and  guests:   I  deally,  a  constitutional 
convention  is  a  gathering  of  citizens  for  the  purpose  of 
conducting  a  public  discussion  and  adopting  the  best  in 
constitutional  thought.   All  participants  in  the  calling 
and  the  conduct  of  this  historical  convention  have  been 
inspired  by  an  idealism,  which  often  pervades,  but  is 
overlooked  in  our  public  life,  Governor  Tawes,  in  organiz- 
ing the  Constitutional  Convention  Commission,  the 
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Commission  in  carrying  out  its  duties  with  impartiality  and 
purpose,  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland  in  creating  the 
formalities  under  which  the  Convention  was  organized,  the 
voters  of  Maryland  by  their  election  of  a  non-partisan  group 
of  delegates,  and  you,  my  fellow  delegates,  by  the  discharge; 
of  your  trust  with  the  creative  statesmanship,  with  the 
leadership  of  our  great  President  H.  Vernon  Eney,  have 
been  animated  by  noble  purpose.   These  efforts  have  pro- 
duced a  document  of  hope  and  progress,  both  for  Marylanders 
and  our  fellow  Americans  in  other  States. 

Permit  me  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
honor  of  participating  with  you  in  the  discharge  of  this 
historic  trust. 

(The  delegates  arose  and  applauded.) 

THE  PRESIDENT:   The  Chair  recognizes  Dale 
Adkins,  Jr. 

DELEGATE  ADKINS:   Mr.  President,  members  of  this 
distinguished  assembly,  as  we  meet  in  the  closing  moments 
of  this  great  Convention,  we  would  be  less  than  human  if 
we  did  not  feel  to  some  degree  the  weight  of  history 
pressing  upon  us. 
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As  our  predecessors  a  hundred  years  ago,  so 
here  we  for  many  months  joined  in  intense,  intelligent, 
and  articulate  debate,  the  end  product  of  which  we  now 
proudly  present  to  the  people  of  Maryland. 

Hopefully,  Mr.  President,  we  have  written  for 
the  ages  —  with  certainty  we  are  at  least  convinced  that 
we  have  written  wisely  for  the  moment. 

The  Charter  we  present  to  the  people  of  Maryland 
bears  the  imprint  of  no  single  group  —  neither  conservative 
nor  liberal,  Republican  nor  Democrat,  neither  white  nor 
black.   It  represents  the  finest  reconciliation  of  strongly 
held  views  that  this  Convention  could  produce.   The  near 
unanimous  vote  which  it  has  received  testifies  to  the 
patience,  the  good  will,  and  the  selflessness  with  which 
this  Convention  under  your  inspired  leadership,  Mr.  President, 
has  conducted  its  business. 

However  satisfied  we  are,  the  final  test  is  yet 
to  come.   Have  we  discharged  our  obligation  in  a  manner 
pleasing  to  the  voters  of  Maryland? 

There  will  be  opposition.   Some  will  oppose  for 
selfish  reasons,  some  for  reasons  of  misunderstanding,  some 
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because  of  basic  disagreements  of  philosophy. 

Hard  though  our  work  has  been,  our  real  task  is 
now  before  us  for  we  are  peculiarly  equipped  to  explain 
this  document  to  the  people  of  Maryland  and  that  we  must  do, 

The  facts  and  logic  which  supported  this  docu- 
ment in  these  halls  when  presented  properly  to  the  people 
will  prove  as  compelling  to  the  voters  of  Maryland  as  those 
facts  of  logic  have  proven  to  us. 

Let  us  therefore  now,  as  the  final  act  of 
dedication  of  this  Convention,  say  to  ourselves  that  each 
of  us  in  turn  must  turn  our  full  attention  to  the  ratifica- 
tion of  this  great  document  lest  our  labors  be  in  vain.   To 
do  less,  I  suggest,  would  violate  our  duty  to  ourselves  and 
to  the  great  people  of  the  State  of  Maryland.   Having  done 
that,  we  can  do  no  more. 

(The  delegates  arose  and  applauded.) 

THE  PRESIDENT:   The  Chair  recognizes  Delegate 
C.  William  Gilchrist. 

DELEGATE  GILCHRIST:   Mr.  President,  fellow 
delegates,  and  ladies  and  gentlemen: 

Four  months  ago  we  came  into  this  chamber  from 
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a  variety  of  stations  of  life,  with  varying  philosophies, 
but  with  a  unanimous  thought  in  mind  —  that  all  of  us 
would  do  that  which  was  within  our  power  to  write  the  best 
Constitution  we  could  devise  for  Maryland. 

Today  we  are  signing  a  document  —  a  good 
document.   It  is  not  an  ideal  Constitution,  for  one  simple 
reason:   There  is  no  such  thing  as  an  ideal  Constitution, 
for  they  are  written  by  human  beings,  with  human  frailties. 
They  are  written  by  groups,  so  they  must  necessarily  be 
group  thinking,  and  cannot  represent  all  the  ideas  of  a 
single  man.   Each  of  us  can  find  in  this  Constitution 
something  which  he  would  wish  were  not  there. 

Far  more  important,  each  of  us  finds  in  this 
document  much  that  we  believe  to  be  very  good,  much  that 
will  be  of  great  benefit  for  our  State  and  its  people. 
On  that  good  we  must  stake  our  hopes. 

There  have  been  sharp  differences  on  this  floor, 
yet  we  have  been  able  to  resolve  those  differences  and  find 
in  this  document  that  which  is  acceptable  to  us,  that 
which  we  can  recommend  wholeheartedly  to  the  people  of 
Maryland. 
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1  As  delegates  we  have  learned  to  know  Maryland's 

2  problems  —  we  have  had  months  of  intensive  study.   As  we 

3  have  been  given  this  knowledge,  so  also  have  we  been  given 

4  a  duty  —  to  spread  that  knowledge  and  the  faith  we  have 

5  developed  in  this  Constitution. 

6  We  have  one  more  thing  to  do  to  justify  the  honor 

7  which  has  been  done  us.   We  must  convince  the  people  of 

8  Maryland  that  we  have  done  our  best  —  and  that  we  have  done 

9  it  for  all  of  them.   We  have  many  miles  to  go  before  we 

10  rest. 

11  Thank  you.   (Applause) 

12  THE  PRESIDENT:   The  Chair  recognizes  Delegate 

13  Juanita  Jackson  Mitchell.   (Applause) 

14  DELEGATE  MITCHELL:   Mr.  President  and  fellow 

15  delegates: 

lg  This  is  a  great  day.   But  it  is  not  a  day  of 

17  triumph.   Rather  it  is  a  day  of  rededication  to  the  endur- 

13  ing  principles  on  which  our  nation  was  founded. 
•yg  One  hundred  years  ago  in  this  same  State  House 

on  tne  Constitution  was  adopted  which  precluded  the  people  of 

2i  this  State  who  were  members  of  the  Negro  race  from  voting. 
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But  today  we  have  adopted  a  Constitution  which  expressly 
prohibits  discrimination  by  the  State  on  account  of  race, 
color,  religion  or  national  origin. 

Further,  this  Constitution  is  vital  proof  that 
free  men  in  a  democracy,  free  men  and  women  of  purpose 
and  good  will,  in  the  perilous  and  challenging  times  in 
which  we  find  ourselves,  can  act  with  courage,  speed  and 
wisdom  in  meeting  the  needs  of  the  people  who  are  determine^ 
to  live  under  a  system  of  just  laws. 

We  have  forged  here  a  document  which  is  more 
than  a  statement  of  fundamental  law.   It  is  a  symbol  of 
our  unity  and  our  allegiance  to  the  highest  American 
political  tradition  of  equality  and  justice. 

It  presents  an  improved  structure  of  the  poli- 
tical system  of  our  State,  which  is  essentially  to  preserve 
liberty. 

Importantly,  we  have  provided  here  for  the 
maximum  participation  of  the  people  in  their  governing,  and 
for  keeping  the  government  close  to  the  people.   And  we 
have  faced  the  necessity  of  making  the  law  so  clear  that  even 
the  most  humble  will  understand  that  it  is  designed  to  be

ig  DELEGATE  SICKLES:   Mr.  President: 

When  I  come  up  to  sign,  my  head  will  swim  with 
memories  of  this  Convention  —  of  my  own  impatience  and 
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of  your  persistence;  of  quorum  calls  and  calls  from  home; 
of  camera  clicks  and  microphone  squeals;  of  whispers  from 
the  walls  and  shouts  in  this  hall. 


And  I  shall  walk  with  pride,  because  we  have 


done  well. 


Each  generation  makes  some  contribution  to  its 
country,  and  this  generation  in  Maryland  will  list  as  one 
of  its  major  accomplishments  this  Constitution  and  its 
fruits. 

This  accomplishment  is  no  accident.   Each 
delegate  contributed  freely  of  his  talents  —  some  by 
experience,  some  by  enthusiasm,  some  by  words;  and  yes, 
some  by  silence. 

We  were  tempted  to  be  political,  but  we  were  not 
We  were  urged  to  be  parochial,  but  we  were  not.   We  were 
sought  to  protect  special  interests,  but  we  did  not. 
While  constatntly  reminded  of  a  yesterday  that  never  really 
was,  we  dreamt  of  a  tomorrow  that  just  must  be. 

While  this  is  an  end,  it  is  but  another  chapter 
in  the  saga  of  this  Constitution  of  196  8,  not  concluded 
until  the  ratification  in  May,  and  this  last  step  may  well 
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1  be  our  most  important  one. 

2  Let  all  our  people  know  that  the  word  will  come 

3  forth  from  this  moment  on:  that  a  new  government  has  been 

4  formed  to  fill  their  wants  and  needs,  created  not  in 

5  fear  of  them,  but  with  concern  for  their  welfare. 

6  Mr.  President,  I  am  still  impatient  to  hear 

7  my  name  called,  but  I  shall  contain  myself,  content  in  the 

8  knowledge  that  there  will  be  a  better  Maryland  tomorrow, 

9  and  we  helped  to  make  it  so.

17  THE  PRESIDENT:   As  we  reach  this  most  important 
of  all  moments  in  our  deliberations  and  the  President  must 
leave  the  Chair  in  order  to  certify  the  new  Constitution 
with  the  Secretary,  I  am  reminded  that  many  times  during 
our  deliberations  the  First  Vice  President  and  the  Second 
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Vice  President  have  presided,  and  on  at  least  one  occasion, 
a  bewildered  delegate  was  called  upon  to  assume  the  Chair 
without  any  prior  notice  and  not  being  entirely  certain 
what  was  going  on  at  the  moment.    But  at  no  time  have  we 
had  the  privilege  of  having  our  Honorary  President  assume 
the  Chair. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  now  to  request 
Delegate  J.  Millard  Tawes  to  take  the  Chair.   (Applause) 

(Honorary  President  J.  Millard  Tawes  assumed 
the  Chair. ) 

HONORARY  PRESIDENT  TAWES:   Little  did  I  ever 
realize  that  I  would  have  any  opportunity  to  preside  over
